No PA Required for Abilify®for Ages 10 to17 Effective 11/15/2012

Prescribers are no longer required to obtain Prior Authorization (PA) for Abilify®, a Tier 2 antipsychotic, for
patients aged 10 - 17. Previously, use of this drug for patients without a trial of a Tier 1 drug meant that the
prescriber had to obtain PA.

Abilify®, like all antipsychotic medications, for patients under age 10 will continue to require a PA from the Peer

Patients aged 18 and older using Medicaid for the first time for Abilify® who have not had an adequate trial of a

Tier 1 antipsychotic must have a clinical PA in place for their claim to adjudicate.
